dispatches from the Middle East 
any suggestion that Israelis and 
Arabs are nearing an approach to 
peaceful negotiation of their dif- 
ferences.

Mrs. Meir’s efforts, through 
press and radio interviews, have 
centred on the theme that on 
previous occasions Israel fas, with 


honest intent, tried to persuade the 
other side to begin negotiations 
leading to peaceful settlement. In 
every instance, she says, these 
attempts have died through the 
refusal of Nasser to. indicate any 
willingness to make peace. 


This is not an unusual position 
for Israel’s prime minister to adopt. 
Each side has made periodic pro- 
posals ostensibly aimed at peace 
negotiations, but under. terms unac- 
ceptable to the other. What is 
unusual is that Mrs. Meir has found 
it necessary to launch her counter- 
offensive at all. 3 


The debate even in’ her own 
Labor Party — meeting behind 
closed doors this week — is far 
from over.

The Real Separatist Battle 


'EEDBACK from the rest of Canada, 

as gleaned from press commentary 
summaries and reports of reactions from 
public figures and men in the street, 
suggests wide mis- 
understanding of last 
week’s Quebec pro- 
vincial election. 
There is a tendency 
to regard the event 
as the end of a long 
struggle over separ- 
atism; but here it is 
regarded as only the 
beginning. 

Locally, the joy is 


strong and stable Liberal government 


because of its expected improvement in 
competency ovef the inept and dis- 


credited National Union government. 


The joy isn’t chiefly over the fact 
that the mew government will be 
basically federalist in approach, as 
seems-to—be-the case in reaction outside 
Quebec. It is realized here that it is not 
yet time to crow; Quebec’s ultimate 
decision remains in suspension. 

_ A French-Canadian view of English- 
Canadian reaction might prove informa- 
tive. Written under the exasperated 
headline ‘They are crazy, these English- 
Canadians!’’ by Pierre — C. O’Neil of 
the Ottawa bureau of La Presse — it 


appeared on Page 1 of Montreal’s largest~ 


newspaper. 

It is always a marvel to read the 
English-Canadian papers the morning 
after Quebec’s great joys and sorrows, 
Mr. O'Neil wrote, but after the election 
they surpassed themselves. . ‘They've 
been at it since last Wednesday and their 
reactions to date indicate that they are 
divided between a gentle paternalism, a 
certain feeling of guilt and an effort to 
be hopefui.’” , 


Deriding Toronto Press. 


Mr. O'Neil dismissed the election 
reportage of Toronto newspapers, such’ 
as the ‘separatism has been rejected” of 
the Globe and Mail and the “Quebec opts 
for Canada” of the Telegram. He 
thought the Globe’s statement that the 
Quebec Liberals were elected J‘on a 
federalist policy put forward with 
audacity” reflected the newspaper’s 
audacity more than the truth of the 
statement. He also criticized the paper 
for ridiculing the’34 per cent support for 
separatism recorded in a pre-election 
opinion poll.. (The figure is . actually 
considered approximately accurate, in- 
cluding those with independence sympa- 
thies who suspected the Parti Quebecois’ 
approach or policies and voted National 
Union or even Liberal.) 

An article in the Toronto Star, as re- 
translated here back from Mr. O’Neil’s 
French, reported Prime Minister Tfu- 
deau as appearing ‘‘as the master of 
politics in Quebec and the faithful 
interpreter of the sentiments of Quebec 
... His style of federalism appears 
acceptable to Quebec, and English- 
Canadians who hope that Mr. Trudeau 
will put French Canada in its place will 
at least be able to sleep more peacefully 
at night.”’ : 


Offending Quebec 


If that had been written in‘advance of 
the election and circulated by the PQ in 
Montreal as a campaign. broadsheet, one 
could imagine it costing the Liberals 
another seat or two.

In the first electoral effort of a party 
only recently in existence, the PQ got a 
startling 23 per cent of the vote. Taking 
into account the virtual 100 per cent vote 
of the non-French population for the 
Liberals, Mr. Levesque is not far off in 
claiming that his party may have won 
the largest share of purely French- 
speaking votes. In any event, he has a 
sound base from which to work. 

A truly remarkable politician, Mr. 
Levesque has within a few days 
managed to snatch moral victory from 
the jaws of official defeat. Although the 
official opposition will be the National 
Union, Mr. Levesque has established 
himself as the true opposition leader by 
virtue of-coming second-in the popular 
vote. 
By loudly challenging Quebec's dis- 
torted electoral map, designed to keep 
the National Union in power as long as

How to Help the Adversary 


F YOU'RE A LITTLE CONFUSED 
about what’s going on around here 
these days, it may because you haven't 
caught on to the new rule of politics. The 
new rule is that logic 
is out and reverse 
logic is in, and under 
this rule ‘everybody 
talks and acts 
against his own self- 
interest and in the 
interest of his oppon- 
ent. Take a small 
example. Kingman 
Brewster, the presi- 
dent of Yale, loves 
his university and the 
law. So he- makes a statement that he is 
“skeptical of the ability of black 
revolutionaries. to achieve a fair trial 
anywhere in the country.” 

‘This was supposed to help protect 
Yale from the wrath ofthe Black 
Panthers, but all“it did was to -hurt 
Brewster, Yale, ahd the law, and give 
Vice-President Agnew a fit. But wait. 

The Vice-President, in his anger, 
applied the same reverse logic. He called 
publicly for the dismissal of Brewster 


and thus provoked a massive demonstra- 
tion in Brewster’s support. It is an 
interesting new techinque. 


Another way to understand the new 
wrong-way politics is to remember-that 
everybody's. now his own worst enemy. 
Presidential advisor Pat Moynihan at the 
White House thought a little less 
controversy about the race’ problem 
would be a good thing for the Negroes 
and everybody else. So he used a fancy 
Plirase to convey his idea — “benign 
neglect.” Result: the opposite of what he 
intended: more controversy over race 
relations than before. 


It is orilly when reverse logic. is 
practised at the very pinnacle of the 
Government that you see the possibilities 
of the new system. President Nixon 
wanted a Southerner on the Supreme 
Courtand led the charge -with such 
aggressive clumsiness that he had to 
settle for a pleasant man from Minne- 
sota. 


His formula for “bringing us 
together” is: to tear us apart, and his 
latest experiment with the new technique 
is an attempt to end the war more

One has to wonder what ever 
happened to all the early talk about low 
profiles and lower voices and Nixon 
doctrines to minimize American invoive- 
ment in other people's war. It was 
working fine for the President. 

By. bringing the boys home from 
Vietnam;. cutting the military budget, 
sweet-talking the Congress, and crying 
peace to the world, he had the 
Democrats, the demonstrators, and even 
the press off-balance or off-key, and then 
he began to over-play his hand. 

Now there is a reaction. to the 
backlash. There is more -opposition-im the 
Senate to the President’s move into 
Cambodia than to any other Presidential 
action in the foreign policy field in the 
last ten years. The President’s challenge 
to the Senate's constitutional right of 
confirmation has aroused the upper 
chamber against him, and even the 
Democrats are beginning to think they 
may still be alive. 


Rule of Compensation 


In short, the oid rule of compensa- 
tions is at work again. Every excessive 
pressure produces a counter-pressure. 
This rule worked at first against the 
militants who resorted to violence. It 
worked against the press when it over- 
played the violence and the negative. It 
workéd against the excessive profit 
margins of . business and the stock 
market, and it is working now against 
the Administration's policy in Cambodia. 

No doubt this: will all settle down in 
time, but the mood of the moment fs 
anxious and even irrational. Even if the 
President succeeds in his policies of 
clearing out the military sanctuaries in 
Cambodia, and bringing the boys back 
home, there is clearly no asstirance that 
the enemy will not drift back into 
Cambodia, or create new and even more 
dangerous dive elsewhere, as the 
Soviet fighter and- missile techni- 
, clans are now doing in the Middle East. 

It is a bad time in foreign relations, 
race relations, university relations, eco- 
nomic relations and human relations, 
and the Administration seems to be 


developing an infallible instinct for dsing™ * 


the wrong thing. The unavoidable 
perplexities are understandable but the 
avoidable stupidities are intolerable.

He didn’t even own a 
television set until 1966, when 
he bought one secondhand 
from a friend. It wasn’t until 
last year that CBC underlings 
put a TV monitor in his 
office. Davidson hadn't 
bothered to ask for one. 

It is one of the abiding 
absurdities of this curious 
country that our paramount 
cultural institution has. con- 
tinued to be presided over by 
bureaucrats, (Thank heavens 
the NFB somehow avoided 
this fate.

It’s a measure of 
the CBC’s continuing hostility 
to public service that this’ 26- 
week serial is finally being 
broadcast during the summer 
off-season when vacations will 
hopelessly disrupt the plot 
sequence for many viewers. 


Fill Out Forms 


There are rumors — too 
vague .to track down, too 
frequent to forget — ‘that 
certain powers in Ottawa still 
hope to dismantle the CBC. If 
that happens, we may as well 
begin filling out our American 
citizenship forms. ; 

The best way to prevent it is 
to turn the Davidson - 
strengthened corporation over 
to a leader familiar with the 
dynamics of broadcasting.

The Quiet Men Who Run th 


TORONTO — Who has the 
Power in Ontario universities 
to choose a.new president or 


approve a building program? - 


The faculty? The edminis- 
tration? The students? 

The answer is that none of 
these groups, individually or 
collectively, has the legal 
power—nor often the effective 


- power—to make these de- 


cisions. 

That power still rests with 
boards of governors that are 
usually dominated by outside 
laymen drawn: for the most 
part from the worlds of 
business and finance. 

Despite three years of 
debate about reforming uni- 
versity government—a debate 
usually centering around abo- 
lition of the boards—these 
governors still remain on top 
of the legal power pyramid in 
every university in Ontario, _ 


The governors are quict, 
often self-effacing men who 
like to stay out of the public 
limelight. On the rare occa- 
sions when they agree-to talk 
about their role in the uni- 
versity, they want the inter. 
view to be off the record. 

The governors talk loudest 
behind the closed doors at 
meetings of the board or the 
board’s executive committee 
where’ the ‘real power often 
lies, The news that filters out 
of these meetings proves that 
governors are still playing 
crucial roles in many uni- 
versities, 


@ After months of strug- 
gie with the~ faculty-domina- 
ted senate at York University, 
York’s governors have re- 
tained the decisive power to 
choose the university’s new 
president. 

@ Members of the same 
board pressured the univer- 
sity adminis tration — un- 
successfully as it turned 
out—to cancel last fall’s stu- 
dent-sponsored Year of the 
Barricade, which brought stu- 
dent radicals from Europe 
and North America’ to a 
conference at Glendon Coi- 
lege.

“Fivé days after this, a 
second assembly was held, to 
consider the speediest means 
of equipping the ships, and to 
vote whatever else might be 
required by the generals for 
the expedition; and Nicias, 
who had been chosen for the 
command against his will and 
wiio’ thought that the state 
was not well advised . .. upon 
a slight and specious pretext 
to aspire to the conquest of 
the whole of Sicily, came 
forward in the hope of 
diverting the Athenians from 
the enterprise.” 


Thucydides then gives this. 


paraphrase of Nicias’ 
speech : 

“Although ‘this assembly 
was convened to consider the 


preparations to be made for 
sailing to Sicily, I think . . 

that we ought not to give so

Boards of governors have 
their origin in that era not so 
long ago when universities 
were the preserves of the 
elite. The elitist boards over- 
saw the training of the new 
elite and funnelled large 
private donations into uni- 
versity coffers. 


Despite 
financing, one of the surest 
ways of garnering an appoint- 
ment to a university board 
still is playing an ‘active part 
in now infrequent university 
fund-raising campaigns. 

Both university governors 
who agreed to be interviewed 
for this article had-- raised 
substantial sums of money for 
their respective universities 
before their appointments. 
One of them had single 
handedly raised $3 million.

“Contrary to popular belief, 
most university governors 
aren’t appointed by the Pro- 
vincial government. Five uni- 


minority of governors—from 
two to five—appointed by the 
province. The University of 
Teronto is an exception; all 32 
governors are provincial ap- 
pointees. 

Most boards in fact are 
mainly s elf-perpetuating. 
They decide who they’re 
going to appoint to fill 


vacancies as they arise. This 
was the case the other day at 
York when the board appoin- 
ted former Metro. chairman 
William G. Allen to a four: 
year term which—according 
to province-wide _ tradition— 
will be automatically renewed 
for as many times as he 
wishes. 

Despite this appointment 
process, the main- argument 
raised in favor of preserving 
boards of governors is that 
they somehow represent the 
community in general and the 
provincial taxpayer in parti- 
cular. 

A professor who has been 
doing research on boards of 
governors says that this argu- 
ment is nonsense. Leo John- 
son, a history professor at the 
University of Waterloo, says 
that. governors represent the 
interests of business, not the 
community.

Baker had a ripple with the 
pros in the early stages of 
U.S, development and was the 
only non-American to play on 
the U.S, team which toured 
Euorpe with the Trotters. But 
then it was only minor box 
office compared to what is 
pro basketball today. Still, the

There. were few better. The 
Trotters, if not No. 1, weren't 
that far behind the best.

But that was in 1946.

Olafson made his plea dur- 
ing final budget discussions at 
a special meeting of Victoria 
city council. 

He asked council to endorse 
a move which would see 
Victoria spearhead disc us- 
sions with Municipal Affairs 
Minister Dan Campbell to 
“seek his advice and assist- 
ance in bringing about the 
unification of all police and 
fire-fighting forces in this 
area as soon as possible, via 
the regional district, or in any 
other way possible.” 


NOT ENOUGH 


Olatson, while expecting to 
win sympathetic council sup- 
port for his move, could run 
into criticism: from other 
municipalities. 

In the past the municipali- 
ties surrounding Victoria have 
been against ‘unified police 
and fire departments.

“It’s 
beyond me_why we haven't 
long ago come’ to grips with 
the matter.” 

During the interview Olaf- 
son Said he is not advocating 
unification to save money nor 
with the object being staff 
reductions. 

“We might save a 
Money, but that isn't what 
I'm looking for,” he ‘said. 
“What unification would do is 
give the taxpayers much 
better value than they now 
receive,"" 

Olafson said his, appeal to 
the minister for action is not 
to be construed as a criticism 
of any local _police or fire- 
fighting force. 

BETTER PROTECTION 

“We get excellent police 
and fire protection,” he said. 
“But I can’t for the life of me 
see how we can justify four 
administrations, four sets of 
dispatchers, for different Rys- 
tems_for each of the muni- 
cipalities. 

“Centrally-controlled fire 
and police departments obvi- 
ously provide better protec- 
tion for the public at large.” 

Olafson said he expected 
crificism for his move.

| the people of Costa Rica are 


under 15 years of age, 
compared with -the United 
States, where 30 per cent are 
under 15, and Sweden, where 
only 21 per cent are under 15. 


The slowest-growing coun- 


| tries are East Germany and 
| Hungary, where the popula- 


tion increases only 0.3. per 
cent and 0.4 per cent a year 
respectively. Curiously, East 
Germany has a high death 
rate, probably because so 
many young East Germans 
migrated to the West after 
the Second World War. .

What is frightening is that || 
world’s population i 
keeps growing at the present | 
rate, it will reach four billion | 
in 1975, five billion in 1986 and ; 
six billion in 1995. 


The fastest-growing popula- 
tions are in Latin. America. 
For instance, Middle America 
(Mexico and six Central 
American countries) has a 
yearly increase of 3.4 per 
ceygt. What is sad is that some 
of ‘these rapidly growing 
covatries, with their high | 
birth rates and high infant | 
mortality and low or declining 
death rates have largely 
inadequate diets, low levels of 
income, mtch illiteracy, and 
an economically dependent 
group comprising about two- 
fifths of the total population. 


In some of those countries 


the situation is getting rather | 


frightening. These countries 
can double in population in 24 
years: Africa’s population can 
double in 27 years, Asia’s 
population in 31 years.

Regional Police, Firemen 


Urged by City Alderman

A plea for the unification of 
all area police and _fire- 
fighting forces was made this 
afternoon by Victoria Ald. 
Harold Olafson. 

The alderman said he wants 
to_seeone —pelice force and 
one fire-fighting force pro- 
viding protection for at least 
the four core municipalities. 

Olafson made his plea dur 
ing final budget discussions at 
a special meeting of Victoria 
city council. 

He asked council to endorse 
a move which would see 
Victeria spearhead disc u s- 
sions with Municipal Affirs 
Minister Dan Campbell to 
“seek his advice and assist- 
ance in bringing about the 
unification of all police. and 
fire-fighting forces in this 
area aS soon as possible, via 
the regional district, or in any 
other way possible.” 


NOT ENOUGH 


Olafson, while expecting to 
win sympathetic council sup- 
port for his move, could run 
into criticism from other 
municipalities. 

In the past the municipali- 
ties surrounding Victoria have 
been against unified police 
and fire departments.

Regional Police, Firemen 


Urged by City Alderman

A plea for the unification of 
all area police and fire- 
fighting forces was made this 
afternoon by Victoria Ald. 
Harold Olafson. 

The alderman said he wants 


‘to see .one police force and 


one fire-fighting force . pro- 
viding protection for at least 
the four core municipalities. 
Olafson made his plea dur- 
ing final budget discussions at 
a special meeting of Victoria 
city council. 
, He asked council to endorse 
a move which would see 
Victoria spearhead discus- 
sions with Municipal Affairs 
Minister Dan Canipbell to 
“seek his advice and assist- 
ance in bringing about the 
unification of all police and 
fire-fighting forces in this 
area as soon as possible, via 
the regional district, or in any 
other way possible.” 


NOT ENOUGH 
Olafson, while expecting to 


win sympathetic’ council sup- - 


port for his move, could run 
into criticism from other 
municipalities. 

In- the past the municipali- 
ties surrounding Victoria have 
been against unified police 
and fire departments.

troops probed for the fourth 
day through a bunker system 
described by the White House 
Thursday as “‘a major sophis- 
ticated base complex’’ that 
might be the headquarters of 
the supreme Communist 
command. 

But field officers said they 
had no evidence that the 
headquarters itself had been 
found end the equipment in 
the bunkers was not particu- 
larly sophisticated. 

The base is in the Fishhook 
region of Cambodia. It was 
two miles wide and a mile
